Summary of significant accounting policies

A. Accounting practices

The accompanying statutory financial statements of Aetna Better Health of Michigan, Inc. (the “Company), a
wholly-owned subsidiary of Aetna Health Holdings, LLC, whose ultimate parent is Aetna Inc. ("Aetna"), have been
prepared in conformity with accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the Michigan Insurance Department
(Michigan Department) (Michigan Accounting Practices). The Michigan Department recognizes only statutory
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the State of Michigan for determining and reporting the financial
condition and results of operations of an insurance company, which include accounting practices and procedures
adopted by the National Association of Insurance Commissioners' (“NAIC”) Accounting Practices and Procedures
Manual (“NAIC SAP”).
